theto ia still room for a rery coniiderable 
chingefor tb* bettor ; many roads that have 
lately been graded are at pressot entirely 
\tiIboat croaiings and it ii no imall trouble 
and annoyance to maica oae's way acioss 
these stra«u «rith aome ioohw of mad, and 
poisibly a few }i6Us of soma ilepth opon their 
surfate. In GoTeromant sireat, where there 
is as mnch trafflo as any other pan of the 
towa, tbare are lamentably feir croisings and 
a most distressing quantity of mud — to this 
ne desire to call the attention of our Coanvil 
not OD^ttte prino!|iI« tbal "-now broofau iwtep 
clean," but in the hope' 'that' ihay will take 
up the question of sewers aad drainage as 
soon as possible, and in connection with it 
the lighting aud paving of the streets, and 
until our stfaets can be properly paved, it is 
quite necessary that the/ should at the least 
b« made paaiabla for ordinary tra£So. We hope 
also that tho qa«st!on of lighting the atreati 
will be diaoussed in all its bearings vary 
shortly ; we bare aevar urged the Council to 
incur tba expense of lighting the city until 
soma other moro Beoaisary works, woro com- 
pleted, but there oan bis no doubt that in the 
present state of the streets it is highly necei- 
sary 'for the safety of the publio, that the 
corDsra of those streets which are not oth'jr- 
wiie lighted and which ia consequence of 
being thoroughfares are more or less traversed 
by passengers after dark, abonid be lighted 
•t tbe'ezpeuio of the City ; tha sidewalks are 
alipiperyjDd^mewhat dangaroua in frosty 
weather, but the orassingt aa they are at 
present laid out are more sa, and we fear that 
unless some praaautions at* taken we shall 
bear of many accidanta during tba winter > 
our population ia maoh-Iugei than it waa at 
this time six montha and the revenua of tb« 
Corporation most hava increased in nearly 
•n equal ratio ; we tharofora think that it is 
high lime that we hava some of the conven- 
ienses and appliances of other corporate 
towns, and we believa that the Council will 
b« lupportad by tbt pnblio in any reasonable 
•ipeiidilk^ {noiUNil''for'^^nacessary improve- 
manti'te'tbe '^ty." 

What has beoome of tha publio spirit, 
energy and enterprise that was to have joined 
onr city with Esquimalt harbor 7 Has tha 
dsfsat suffered last year by tha promoters ol 
the Aallway Company at the hands of some 
obslructivaa, who would adopt a suicidal 
polley ^itii' regard to^s- publio interasta' of 
the. oelony for the furtherance of their own 
private ends, been the death blow to the 
Efqnimaltrailway 7 wo trust not, for as sapital 
could have been raised for this purpose last 
year, thera would be little diRisulty in obtain- 
ing it now. Yanoouver Island has not 
retrograded in any v^ayin the'estitnation ef 
English capitalistsi-'from -whom we< must 
most assuredly look ler help in inattors of 
this kind, rather has she advanced iu estima- 
tion as her resourcafe linve bHCOine morii known 
and appreoiated ; ro-.ny ihousunOi who did 
not know, two \Xnrs ..^■i, upon what part^of 
the Pacific. coast .Yiuioritt waa situated, have 
now a tolerable ecquaintancg- with / the his- 
tory and prospects of these two colonies, and 
maay, who at that time would have hesi- 
tated to employ their capital in trading to 
this market have siucn then found it a very 
profitable outlet for their merchandize and 
wonld/ not besitate to makO' large shipments , 
to Vibio'rla' at ibe present ino'aieDt, or to 
invest capital in any undertaking backed 
and promoted by the capital and energy of 
the leading local merchants. So long aa the 
trade of this colony was confined to the Hud- 
800 Bay Company, it was only to be expected 
th»t,,,«re, ahoDiji be somf what .behind the 
woiid/iint how ttiat we have emerged from 
the guardianship and fostering care nf that 
company altogther, we look for great im- 
provement in oar commerce ; we have now 
a mercantile community of great .integrity 
and credit, out trading rslatloha with 
England are eatablif had npon a.fiFm basis, 
and Viotoria, Y. I., ia no longer nnkoown in 
aomineroial circles at home. How is it 
then that we are at a stand-still with regard 
to such essential modern inventioas as rail- 
ways and telegraphs 7 Are we to wait until 
eutaidera come to eonnebt na ' mere - closely 
with tba world by iron roads and wires I 
This season of the yaar,'vhen-fi:oin thenature 
of the climate very little can be done in tho 
mining districts of British Columbia, would 
appear to be tba best adapted for inaoguratioe 
rail way schemes. It is moat deilrable, that 
we ahould be igoDnaet'ed by rail with tha b»i> 
bor at Biqiiitnalt, and |here oan be no doabt 
that a line of railway in British Columbia 
woiild soon be a proGtable investment. If ooly 
SOmileswere undertaken from the head of navi- 
gation on one road or the other, it would be 
a step in the right direction. We bave reMon 
to suppose that the traffio 'biBtweeii Viot'oria' 
•nd^tbe,inioe« will increase year by year lor 
some time iooomo. We do not bear of many 
who have made up their minds not to return 
to the [mines next year, after working thoro 
daring the .past season. A few, certainly, 
who hare made a'oonaiilerable asaount of 
money have retired nowTo enjoy tho frnitsof 
their labor, and for each one of those who will 
gel6to distant lands and give of necessity a 
somewhat favorable acooant of Cariboo, we 
may expect te see from fifty to one hundred 
who will be tempted to fellow tbe example 
of the rortaQ|kt«.8iim^.'"bOi,toabem!seems to 
havs earned his wealth so easily. The 
Sbtiswap mines will also attract many who 
may be tired ol Cariboo — look at which it 
way wa will there is very little daubt that wo 
shall continue to advance in population and 
wealth steadily and the more easy the jour- 
ney to the mines ia n^ada^tbe;4nore. will bo 
reMy to undertake it— sixty miles of rail- 
way would do mote towards developing tho 
resources of British Columbia and towaidi 
prospecting the country than double tha 
amount of money invested in any other 
ifay would accomplish ; civilization im- 
prorta trade, and cnmmcrcial prosperity hiia 
an equally guud eSeot upon the social nd- 
Tancsraent of a country, vire vemrj, lliu one 
helps the other; rail-s-Hys havij idways 
added their quot. to th^ projipiiriiy and de- 
vclopmant of e . y .-.j-nry in which ihty

Arrangemenfa bave beeo eompleied for the 
cuoatructisn of a telegraph ovsrland to the 
Pacific during the coming year. The Ameri- 
can Company, owning the lelegraj^h in Mione 
tola and Wiaoonsin, will builil te fori 
Garry, on tha Red River of the bortb, aad 
tha British compaiiies and eapital will aztend 
tha line thrnna to ths Paaifio. fort Garry is 
one of the Hadson Bay Uompany'a poale, and 
in fact ia tbe chief post in tbair territory. As 
the orow fiiea it ia ahonl live haadraid aud 
fifty miles from this city, ar aboul'sti hun- 
dred and fifty by tbe regnlar rent*. It i* Iba 
cenir* of what ii known a* tbe Selkirk Mt- 
tlcment af British North America, and io 
times past had an immeuaa trade with tha 
Indians of tha Rocky MoBQtaii\ region. A 
liae of railway was projactad to tkat point 
several years ago, to run from Ibis city by 
way of Pembina. Tha road has been aur- 
veyed and located aa far a* Crow Wing, Ihe 
bead of oavigatiou on ths Miaiis-ippi. on* 
bundrsd and sixty mile* above hire. Eight 
miles of it, from bcr* to St. Antbony, are iu 
eperalion, and tha traok ia laid seven mile* 
further. Il will b« completed and open to 
Anoka, thirty-two milea from bare, by th* 
1st of Ueeerober. The road Is graded to Si- 
Cloud, save:iiy-Bix mil4* from Hi. Paal, and 
the track will be down nact aaason. The 
Directors hope to reach Crow Wing by the 
close ol IMo. This road is known as the St. 
Paul aadPacifio Railway, and was projectsd 
with ths design of securing a eanoeetioa 
with a British line to the Pacific Osaao. 

Mr. Rise, tha President of this line, re- 
cently visited Enrope in order to purchase 
iron for the road, aod 'ohtainad certain fijan- 
eial acoommodaiipos. Ha waa mora auocass- 
ful than he bad axpeot|(d IP b»t URd faand 
tba British capilalUta ready t(i 'aford hirn 
every facility. He waa •nablad. to puiobase 
all tha iron ba wished on tha moat favorable 
term* imaginable.

years afterwards. By the presant loute 
tbresgh tbe United Stalaa they can bo re 
caivad in a slDgla year. Every season there 
are namarBua trains eomin^ bitbsr from Fort 
Garry. These trains eonaist of small, twofj
